2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record does initially form a metal holographic platelet with an opening in it, but upon further 
plating to the desired thickness where the platelets are separated from the shim, those areas 
become recesses, not through holes. There is not teaching or motivation for forming the resultant 
articles in the prior art of record or the premature separation of the articles of the prior art form 
the shim. As the copending application has not been acted upon, the double patenting rejection 
over it is withdrawn.
